The work was pre 
miered by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation Festival Orchestra con- 
ducted by Alexander Brott, here In the MacM!tilan Theatre In 1970. 
Professor Buczynsk!, a prominent Canadian composer, is a member of the 
teaching staff of the Faculty of Music.

The Concerto for Violin and Orchestra in D Major Is the fourth of five 
Mozart wrote In Salzburg in 1775 when he was nineteen years old. His
